RB: an outstanding combination of 
military and political tactics, Amer- 
jan forces in North Africa have thus far 
en able to move with lightning rapid- 
iy against important objectives. There 
have been no major battles as yet; but 
nilitary leaders and the men of their 
ommands know that this will not be 
th case when our troops engage large 
mmbers of Axis forces in Tunisia or 
liya—as must certainly be expected. 

And it is a safe assumption to state 
that the fight in large part will go to that 
forre which can best maintain efficient 
manenverability. In Lt. Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower and in Maj. Gen. George 8. 
Patton, jr.. we have two masters of tank 
warfare, and thereby we are assured of 
exellent tactical direction. 

Runt all the cunning and operational 
ability of these and other commanding 
ers would go for nought if there were 
wt assnrance that the machines of land 
warfare could be kept in operation. 

To this end our Army has been giving 
intense training to mobile maintenance 
companies, whose equipment and person- 
tl permit of “on the spot” repairs of 
inything from a tank to a wrist watch. 
Most of the men in these specialized com- 
nies were mechanics in civilian life, 
vhose induction into the Army was fol- 
lowed by assignment to the units where 
they could be of most value. 

The success of the mobile maintenance 
companies was demonstrated most effec- 
tively in the Army maneuvers only re- 
ently completed. There, the “contact 
jarties” or repair teams were able to get 
frst hand practice in going into the field, 
ticking up damaged equipment and mak- 
lg necessary repairs. These teams, 
which usually consist of artillery me- 

nies, armorers and instrument repair 
mn, travel in jeeps and weapons car- 

nd are always ready, of course, 
verve in combat capacity if necessary. 

The job of fixing tanks and other

Army Clothing Pay Bill 
Is Passed by the Senate 


With no debate whatever, the Senate 
this week approved a House bill which 
increases the Army uniform allowance 
from $150 to $250 and extends the al- 
lowance to warrant officers and National 
Guard officers. 

Since the Senate Military Affairs Com- 
mittee previously had reported its own 
uniform allowance bill, 8. 2885, it was 
able to act immediately on the bill, H. R. 
7768, passed by the House last week. The 
House bill differed in some respects from 
the Senate bill, because of amendments 
added by the House Military Affairs 
Committee. 

One of these amendments may delay 
final approval of the measure slightly, 
for there is an error in dates which must 
be corrected by a concurrent resolution 
of the House and Senate—a resolution 
which probably will be agreed to this 
coming week. 

The bill will repeal all existing laws 
authorizing the payment of uniform al- 
lowances to officers and flight officers of 
the Army of the United States. It will 
validate all payments of such allowances 
heretofore made, and grant an allowance 
of $250, less any amount heretofore re- 
ceived as a uniform allowance, to each 
officer (except graduates of the U. S. Mil- 
itary Academy) who was on active duty 
8 April 1939 (date of approval of the Air 
Corps-Panama Coast Artillery Expansion 
Act) or thereafter entering upon such 
duty, in any of the company grades, or as 
warrant officers, including flight officers, 
and not entitled to receive the pay of the 
fourth or a higher pay period on 8 April 
19239 or on the date of entrance on active 
duty. 

It will be noted from the above that the 
fact that an officer is now receiving pay 
of the fourth or a higher pay period will 
not bar him from receiving the allowance. 
if he entered on active duty in grade of 
captain or lower within the specified 
dates. 

The hill is a temporary measure, and 
is payable to persons now serving or who 
hereafter serve on active duty during the 
present war and for six months there- 
after. 

Fach warrant officer. including flight 
officers. now on active duty who was not 
entitled to the pay of the fourth pay pe- 
riod at the time he entered upon such ac- 
tive duty will receive the allowance. Each 
warrant officer, including flight officers, 
who hereafter enters upon such duty. re- 
ceiving less than the comnensation of the 
fourth nav period when he enters upon 
duty, will be eligible for the allowance. 





Credit Cards Prohibited 


The War Department has instructed 
that the use bv exchanges of credit iden- 
tification cards or any similar instru- 
ment for the purpose of serving customers 
by the extension of credit in the pnr- 
chase of merchandise is prohibited. The 
Department said that some commercial 
firms mav desire to give military ner- 
sonnel a disconnt on cash nurchases when 
properly identified. and that the use of 
identification cards for this purpose is 
authorized. 





Amend Navy Temporary Rank 
Act 


Legislation, H.R. 7577, to amend the 
Navy’s temporary promotion act of 24 
July 1941 to insure all enlisted men who 
are commissioned as officers at least the 
pay and allowances of warrant officers, 
was passed by the Senate this week and 
sent to the White House. 


This act, together with the service pay 
act, S. 2723, also sent to the White House 
this week, will result in pay increases 
for many enlisted men. 

The savings clause on the present tem- 
porary promotion act, provides that no 
person temporarily promoted under the 
act shall suffer any loss in pay or allow- 
ances. However, the Comptroller General 
has construed this to cover the first tem- 
porary promotion only, so that an enlisted 
man first appointed temporary warrant 
officer and then commissioned an officer 
would have saved to him only his enlisted 
pay, and would suffer a loss on the sec- 
ond promotion. 

H.R. 7577 provides that men in this 
situation shall receive at least the pay of 
the warrant rank. 

To cover the case of enlisted men di- 
rectly promoted to commissioned rank 
without an intermediate promotion to 
warrant rank, the act provides that such 
men shall also receive warrant officer 
pay. 





Navy Coffee Rationing 


The Secretary of the Navy has in- 
structed that, effective 29 Nov., sales of 
coffee by commissary stores will be made 
through the medium of war ration stamps. 
During the period 22 Nov. to 28 Nov., 
sale of coffee was prohibited to individ- 
uals for personal! use, although mess, post 
exchanges, ships service activities and 
clubs were permitted to purchase coffee 
provided their purchases did not exceed 
an allowance of one ounce per man per 
day based on an average number of pa- 
trons. 

Meanwhile, it was stated that detailed 
instructions with regards to coffee pur- 
chases would be released at a later date. 





Promotion of Men at Sea 


The Navy Department, in a message to 
“all U. S. men-of-war,” has authorized 
commanding officers to advance qualified 
men from present ratings to next higher 
ratings, if they have completed the fol- 
lowing lengths of service as of 31 Dec. 

To the first pay grade: Affirm ratings 
12 years of which at least one year must 
have been served at sea, 

To the second pay grade: Ratings six 
years. 

To the third and fourth pay grade: 
Ratings three years. 

Commanding officers were instructed to 
use length of service for pay purposes in 
determining the number of years. It was 
emphasized that the instructions cover 
cases of fully qualified men with length 
of service indicated whose advancement 
has been blocked by lack of vacancies. 
Ability to perform duties and assume re- 
sponsibilities expected of the advanced 
ratings at sea was said to be of prime im- 
portance and must be considered before 
any advancements are made. 





Pay Act Amendments 
Sent to White House 


Without debate, the Senate this week 
accepted House amendments to the Ser- 
vice Pay Act Amendment bill, 8. 27283, 
and sent the measure to the President for 
his approval. 

Fittingly, it was Senator Johnson, of 
Colo., sponsor of the Pay Readjustment 
Act of 1942 and of this bill which amends 
that act, who moved that the Senate 
agree to the amendments added by the 
House last week. 

The Honse amendments enable officers 
of all services and all components to 
count for both longevity pay and for pay 
periods any prior enlisted or warrant 
service In any service or component. 

The act also permits Reserve officers 
and National Guard officers to count for 
pay periods all commissioned service, ac- 
tive or inactive. The Comptroller Gen- 
eral has held that the original Pay Re- 
adjustment Act of 1942 permitted ench 
officers to count inactive commissioned 
service for longevity pay, but not to de- 
termine advancements in pay periods. 

Finally, the measure entitles officers 
of the Regular Services to count prior 
inactive Reserve or National Guard ser- 
vice for all pay purposes, 

The act is effective from 1 June—the 
effective date of the Pay Readjustment 
Act of 1942 which it amends, 

Following is the text of 8S, 2728 as 
it goes to the White House: 

Be it enacted, etc., that the eleventh para- 
graph of section 1 of the Pay Readjnstment 
Act of 1942 (Public Law 607), approved 16 
June 142, is amended to read as follows: 

“In computing the service for all pay pur- 
poses of officers pald under the provisions of 
this section, such officers shall be credited 
with full time for all periods during which 
they have held commissions as officers of any 
of the services mentioned tn the title of this 
Act, or in the Organized Militia prior to 1 
July 1916, or in the National Guard, or in 
the National Guard Reserve, or In the Na- 
tional Guard of the United States, or in the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps, or In the Naval Mill- 
tia, or In the National Naval Volunteers, or 
in the Naval Reserve force, Naval Reserve, 
Marine Corps Reserve force, Marine Corps 
Reserve, Coast Guard Reserve, and the Re- 
serve Corps of the Public Health Service, 
or in the Philippine Scouts, or In the Philip- 
pine Constabulary, and service of Const and 
Geodetic Survey officers authorized tn section 
2 (hb) of the Act of 19 January 12 (Public 
Law 402, Seventy-seventh Congress): Pro- 
vided, That for officers in service on 30 June 
1922, there shall be Included in the compnta- 
tion, in addition to the service set forth above, 
all service which was then counted In com- 
puting longevity pay, and service as a con- 
tract aurgeon serving full time, Longevity pay 
for officers In any of the services mentioned 
in the title of this Act shall be based on 
the total of all service In any or all of sald 
services which Is anthorized to he connted 
for longevity pay purposes under the provi- 
sions of thi« Act or as may otherwise be pro- 
vided by law.” 

Sec. 2. The first paragraph of section 3 of 
the Pav Readjustment Act of 1942 (Public 
Law 607), approved 16 June 1942, is amended 
to rend as follows: 

“Sec, 3. When officers of the National Guard 
or of the Reserve forces of any of the ser- 
vices mentioned In the title of this Act, in- 
clnding Reserve officers, are authorized by 
law to receive Federal pay, except armory 
drill and administrative function pay, they 
shall receive pay as provided tn section 1 of 
this Act, and in computing their service for

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Editors Declare that this War Must End in Victory--Not Armistice 


of truce asking for another armistice. They will take this step when they have bee 


The “false peace” had ended, and Armistice Day editorials this year had to view 
what occurred on 11 Nov., 24 years ago, with relation to what is going on now, and 
with further regard to what must occur on that day when our forces finally put down 
the Axis armies. Throughout the many editorials there appeared one opinion in 
which all concurred. We must not once again “win the war and lose the peace,” 
editors said, and agreed that never again should an Armistice be declared. The enemy 
must feel the weight of our forces, they maintained in a reecho of General Pershing’s 


World War advice. 


Unanimous was the acclaim by editors of General Pershing’s letter to President 
Roosevelt the day after the two leaders visited the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier 


on Armistice Day. 


In that letter the General of the Armies in dramatic appeal 


urged his “former comrades-in-arms” in France “to form their battalions and join 
our ranks, so that the hills and valleys of the Patrie which I know and love so well, 


will once more be free.” 


The Philadelphia, Pa., Inquirer says: “It was the fashion for a time, during this 
period of false peace, to regard the losers in the first World War as too harshly 
treated. On such weak-kneed philosophy, nurtured outside its borders, a Germany 
that had escaped invasion during the war and never ceased trying to tear up the peace 
treaty afterward, contentedly fed—until the time was ripe for new aggression.” 

The Inquirer continues: “General Pershing, who led our victorious forces in the 
field, was under no illusions in this connection. He favored the continuance of the 
war until the enemy was militarily destroyed. That is the line we must take today, 
if the winning of the present war is not to be followed by another false peace and 


with a new war its inevitable sequel.” 


The Cleveland Plain Dealer is not different when it states: “Some time, in the 
not too distant future we trust, our enemies will come groveling before us under a flag 


defeated in battle, when their reserves are gone, when their people are exhausted ang 
no longer have the will to resist and when an invasion of their homeland is inevitapjp 
... When that time comes,” the Plain Dealer asserts, “we must grant no armistice hy 
must insist on unconditional surrender. We must disarm our enemies and oceyy 
their territory. We must track down and punish the thugs who are responsible fo 
unparalleled atrocities against civilian populations. We must destroy not only their 
military power but the arrogant spirit which is a constant menace to the peace 


the world.” 


“Instead of marching into a scarcely scathed Germany, back in 1918,” the Phijg. 
delphia, Pa., Record says, “we signed a pact which sealed Germany’s fate—on pape 
We know now that from the day of the signing of that pact, the Reich war lordg hag 


planned their comeback. Long before Hitler. Long before Fascism . . 


- On Armistice 


Day, 1918,” the Record declares, “we began losing the victory we had won. ,. 
There must be no new armistice day—only a day of victory complete and conclusive” 

“We have had to take up where we left off—in large measure because we, which {s 
to say all the great peoples, did leave off,” says the New York Herald Tribune, adding 
that “this time the military struggle will be waged to a finish. .. . Sooner or later a ney 
Armistice Day will come. But the new one must be a beginning not merely an end,” 

Strikingly similar is the comment of the Indianapolis Star which says: “Ag we 
face the future on this Armistice Day there must be in the minds of all of us the firm 
resolve that this war will not end in another Armistice Day which will, in turn, lp 
only the remote beginning of still another war. The end of this war must be observe 
with a Victory Day, a day on which future generations will celebrate the complete 
crushing of the militarists’ Prussian spirit and the pagan treachery of the Japanese 
imperialists. No armistice this time, but victory.” 





Wounded Carry on Fight 


With tears in his eyes, Admiral Wil- 
liam F. Halsey stood on the shattered 
deck of a United States warship and pre- 
sented decorations to 40 officers and men, 
some of whom had carried on the fight 
against a Japanese naval force despite 
serious wounds, 


There was one man whose jugular vein 
was severed, but who held the vein with 
one hand while he helped man a fire hose. 
Another man, abdomen shot away, con- 
tinued to ram his gun until he fell dead. 

A third, one arm useless, continued to 
lug heavy ammunition. 

Navy Crosses for gallantry in action 
were given to 17 officers and men. To 23 
others went the Silver Star, four of them 
posthumously. 

Lt. Comdr. Bruce McCandless, of Long 
Beach, Calif., who masterfully directed 
his ship off Savo Island on the night of 
12 Nov. against heavy odds and brought 
her off, and Lt. Comdr. Herbert Schon- 
land, of Portland, Me., were recommended 
by Admiral Halsey for higher honors, 

Admiral Halsey, eyes moist during part 
of the ceremony, told the assembled 
crew: 

“To honor men of the South Pacific 
force and area who have written a glor- 
ious page in the history of our great 
Navy, we are assembled on this historic, 
battle-scarred deck. I wish I could pre- 
sent every man with a medal as deserved 
—some day you'll get such a medal. 

“To our glorious immortal dead: Rest 
in peace, You've fought a good fight and 
kept faith—hail and farewell. 

“We'll carry on the fight. We'll show 
them that everyone of you is a better man 
than that little yellow monkey, and we'll 
make him wish he’d died before he was 
born,” 

Proudly he surveyed the ship’s com- 
pany, and said, “You are living proof we 
can whip them, Against great odds you 
defeated the enemy.” 

Among the men decorated were 1st Sgt. 
Benjamin G. Lee, USMC, who received 
the Silver Star. Badly wounded and tied 
up in splints, Sergeant Lee asked that 
men be brought to him so he could render 
medical assistance. 

Lt. Comdr. William W. Wilbourne, of 
Marion, Ala., gunnery officer of the ship, 
received the Navy Cross with a citation 
reading: “He controlled the fire of his 
offensive weapons in such a rigorous and 
determined manner that a Japanese bat- 
tleship was silenced and set afire, a Japa- 
nese cruiser was sunk and a destroyer 
was sunk.” 

Carpenter Harold A. Isbell, jugular 
vein cut, held the vein with his right 
hand, and with his left hand uncoiled fire 
hose, got pressure on and helped extin- 
guish one of the fires. Mr. Isbell was given 
the Navy Cross. 

One unnamed man, according to Lt. 
(jg) Richard W. Tucker, “got shrapnel 
in his guts but kept on ramming his gun. 





I could see through him. He got the Navy 
Cross posthumously.” 


Nazis Seize French Fleet 


Berlin and Vichy radios have an- 
nounced that German and Italian forces 
have occupied Toulon and seized the 
French fleet. 

Some French crews succeeded in scut- 
tling their vessels before the Nazis were 
able to obtain possession. 

The Vichy radio stated that Hitler has 
ordered all French naval and army 
forces to be demobilized immediately and 
has placed Field Marshal Gerd von Rund- 
stedt in supreme charge of France. 





Marine Hymn to Praise Air 


Leathernecks who for years have been 

lustily singing 

“On the land and on the sea;” 
when they thunder out the first verse of 
the famous Marine Corps Hymn will have 
to learn some new words. 

Lt. Gen. Thomas Holcomb, Command- 
ant of the Marine Corps has formally 
ordered a revision of the line to give 
recognition to the Marine’s fighting air 
arm. The “country’s battles” are being 
fought in the air as well as “on the land 
and on the sea,” and as a result, the line 
will now read: 

“In the air, on land, and sea.” 

With the change, the first stanza will 
now be as follows: 

“From the Halls of Montezuma 

To the shores of Tripoli; 

We fight our country’s battles 

In the air, on land, and sea; 

First to fight for right and freedom 

And to keep our honor clean; 

We are proud to claim the title 

Of United States Marine.” 

The Marine Hymn was the work of an 
anonymous poet who served with the 
Leathernecks in the Mexican War in 1847 
—whence came the reference to “the 
Halls of Montezuma.” The music was 
taken from an old French opera. 


Control of War Program 


Secretary Stimson told his press con- 
ference yesterday that he is holding con- 
versations with Mr. Donald Nelson, Di- 
rector of the War Production Board, and 
other officials, looking to an arrangement 
for the settlement of differences in opin- 
ion as to final control of various aspects 
of the war production program. 





Europe and Asia Hungry 


“If we want a lasting peace instead of 
anarchy, the hunger-stricken in Europe 
and Asia must be fed,” writes former 
President Herbert Hoover in Oollier’s 
magazine. He advocates immediate plan- 
ning to that end, and it is to be noted that 
President Roosevelt has named Gov. Her- 
bert Lehman of New York to be Food 
Administrator since Mr. Hoover wrote 
his article. 





Young Officers to Field 


Plans for the transfer of young officers 
from Washington to the field have been 
progressing, according to Secretary of 
War Stimson. He stated this week that 
two-thirds of the officers to be left in 
Washington must be over 35 years of age. 

It is only fair, said Secretary Stimson, 
to point out that the young men are 
anxious to leave desk jobs for field work. 

The fact that many officers are seen 
in uniform on the streets does not neces- 
sarily mean, he said, that these officers 
are located in Washington, inasmuch as 
they may be connected with organiza- 
tions training at camps nearby or be of- 
ficers on their way through Washington 
to new posts. 





Form Austrian Unit 


In an attempt to clear up stories cur- 
rent on the formation of a U. S. Army 
unit composed of refugees from Austria, 
Secretary of War Stimson yesterday told 
reporters that neither the State nor War 
Department have given anybody exclu- 
sive authority to form an Austrian regi- 
ment. The Army itself will form its or- 
ganizations, he indicated. 

Mr. Stimson stated that Grand Duke 
Otto is aiding the War Department’s pro- 
gram of forming units of Austrian na- 
tionals, and added that this assistance is 
welcome. 


Candidate Schools Abroad 


Officer candidate schools are being op- 
erated overseas, according to the an- 
nouncement of Secretary of War Stim- 
son this week. 

Many students have been graduated, 
he said. Schools are operated in Aus- 
tralia, England, and “some other island,” 
he disclosed. 

It has long been known generally that 
an officer candidate school had been set 
up in Great Britain, though the War De- 
partment has never announced the fact 
publicly. 


Award to General Clark 


The Distinguished Service Medal has 
been awarded to Lt. Gen. Mark W. Clark, 
deputy commander in chief of Army 
Ground Forces in Europe, for his in- 
genuity and bravery in conducting nego- 
tiations in Algeria prior to the recent 
American landing. 


Honored for Good Work 


A Navy burgee with two white stars 
—representing 18 months of uninter- 
rupted excellent production—was pre- 
sented 10 November to the Die and Ma- 
chine Unit of the Fisher Body Division 
of General Motors at Detroit. Capt. A. 
8S. Wotherspoon, USN, made the award 
to plant officials and employees. It was 
the first such award made in the entire 
automotive industry.

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Enter Gifts Duty Free 


Prompt action by the House and Sen- 
this week resulted in dispatch to the 
te House of a bill which will permit 

service personnel serving Overseas to send 
home gifts up to $50 in value free of duty. 

The bill, H. R. 7792, was reported last 
geck by the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, as stated in the ArMy AND Navy 
JorrnaL. The House approved the bill 
on Monday of this week and the Senate 
Finance Committee, which had already 
approved the measure in principle, re- 

rted it on Wednesday and obtained its 
approval by the Senate the same day. 

“Its immediate passage,” Chairman 
Doughton of the House Ways and Means 
Committee told the House, “is made im- 
portant on account of this being near the 
holidays and many of these gifts will be 
sent by members of our armed forces 
abroad to their loved ones and friends at 
home. It is thought that in some cases 
the donees, possibly, would not be able 
to receive these gifts on account of the 
payment of the duties.” 

The bill is not retroactive and covers 
gifts received in customs the day after 
its approval. 


Marine Chief Full General 

A bill to advance the Commandant of 
the Marine Corps to rank of full general 
and to permit major generals of the Ma- 
rine Corps to be promoted temporarily 
to lieutenant general as needs of the ser 
vice require was introduced this week by 
Representative Hinshaw, of Calif. 

“The Marines are the fightingest sons 
that Uncle Sam has, and they cannot be 
outclassed in any man’s army,” Repre- 
sentative Hinshaw told the House. “Let 
us give them a four-star general to lead 
them.” 

“The Marine Corps is entitled to this 
recognition, and I hope that speedy con 
gressional action will give it to them,” 
Mr. Hinshaw declared. 

He prefaced his remarks by inserting 
the military history of Lt. Gen. Thomas 
Holeomb in the Congressional Record. 
General Holcomb was advanced to three- 
star rank about a year ago under a spe- 
cal act of Congress.

Medals After the War 


What has been previously indicated in 
the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL was made 
official this week when the War Depart- 
ment announced that the American De- 
fense Service Medal and the Army of Oc- 
cupation Medal will not be manufac- 
tured until after the close of the present 
war in order to conserve vital metals. 

The Department said the medals have 
been designed and approved, but empha- 
sized that materials for their manufac- 
ture will be issued only after the close of 
the war. 

In lieu of these medals, military per- 
sonnel entitled to wear them will wear 
the service ribbons which accompany 
them, The ribbons, one and three-eighths 
inches long by three-eighths inches wide, 
are worn on the left breast over the 
pocket of the service blouse. 

The American Defense Service Medal 
is worn by military personnel who en- 
tered the Federal service for a twelve- 
month period or longer and who served 
at any time between 8 Sept. 1939, and 7 
Dee. 1941, inclusive. 

The service ribbon accompanying this 
medal has been worn by military per- 
sonnel since it was authorized in Febru- 
ary, 1942. The ribbon is of gold cloth, 
with thin blue, white and red stripes near 
each end, with the blue on the outside. 

The Army of Occupation of Germany 
Medal, which was authorized in Novem- 
ber, 1941, is awarded to members and 
former members of the armed forces who 
served in Germany, including Luxem 
bourg and Austria-Hungary, between 12 
Nov. 1918, and 11 July 1923, inclusive. 
In the event a person eligible for the 
medal is dead, the medal is awarded to 
the surviving nearest of kin. 

From the nature of this announcement, 
it might be speculated that the War De 
partment will not have the new foreign 
campaign medals (regulations aren't out 
yet) struck until after the war also. 


Army Nurse Pay Bill 


Following passage by the House, last 
week, the Senate Military Affairs Com- 
mittee this week took up consideration 
of legislation which would increase the 
pay and allowances of members of the 
Army Nurse Corps to that equal with 
other officers of the Army and the Wom- 
en’s Army Auxiliary Corps. 

While opinion was that committee 
members favored the legislation, there 
was some discussion as to who it should 
and should not include. For instance, the 
pay benefits are extended also to dieti- 
tians and physical therapy aids, but not 
to occupational therapists, whose inclu- 
sion was asked by witnesses before the 
committee. 

Not directly concerned with the legis- 
lation, but brought up also in the hear- 
ings was the matter of the employment 
of pharmacists in the Army, and Senator 
Josh Lee, of Okla., indicated he might 
ask an amendment to the legislation 
which would create a pharmacy corps in 
the Service. 

The War Department representatives 
inserted into the bill an amendment which 
prohibits nurses from receiving the mone- 
tary uniform allowance given other offi 
cers, explanation being that there is sat 
isfaction with the present system of is- 
suing nurse uniforms. 








Standley Back to Russia 


Admiral William H. Standley, USN-

has announced. 


Money Order Rates Reduced 

Effecive 1 Dec., members of the armed 
forces and persons who may send them 
money orders will receive a 50 per cent 
reduction in domestic telegraph rates for 
orders up to $25, the Federal Communi- 
eations Commissions announced _ this 
week. A flat rate of 50 cents for orders of 
$10 or less will prevail, with 65 cents 
charged for orders up to $25, after which 
regular rates will be charged. 

The FCC said that the telegraph com- 
panies are now handling about 250,000 
telegraph money orders each month to 
and from members of the armed farces. 








Raise Warrant Officer Status 


The War Department, in Circular No. 
366, released to the press this week, dis- 
closes that warrant officers and flight 
officers are entitled to be saluted, and 
to receive other courtesies and respects 
granted commissioned officers—including 
eligibility for membership in messes 
maintained for commissioned personnel. 

The instructions stated that chief war- 
rant officers and warrant officers (junior 
grade) rank in that order immediately 
below second lieutenants and above all 
other grades, including cadets and mas- 
ter sergeants; with flight officers hold- 
ing rank with warrant officers (jg). 

The uniform of the warrant and flight 
officer is the same as that worn by the 
commissioned officer, except for the 
shoulder insignia. The flight officer’s is 
a blue enameled bar with a latitudianal 
center strip of gold. A warrant officer’s 
bar is brown enamel with a center strip 
of gold. 

Text of the War Department instruc- 
tions follow: 

The following instructions and informa- 
tion are published to clarify the status of 
warrant officers and flight officers, and to 
alleviate uncertainty regarding their posl- 
tion and the courtesies due them, caused by 
the similarity of their uniforms and insignia 
to those of lieutenants. 

1. Rank—Chief warrant officers and war- 
rant officers (junior grade) rank in that or- 
der and immediately below second lNeuten- 
ants and above all other grades, including 
cadets and master sergeants. Flight officers 
rank with warrant officers (junior grade). 

2. Courtesies.—a. Warrant officers and 
flight officers henceforth are entitled to the 
salute, and to the courtesies and respects 
normally granted commissioned officers, 

b. Warrant officers and flight officers are 
eligible for membership In messes maintained 
for commissioned officers. 

3. Uniform.—The warrant officer and the 
flight officer wear the uniform of a commis- 
sioned officer, 

4. Insignia, other than Army Mine Planter 
Service.—a. No braid is worn on the cuff, ex- 
cept that those individuals who served as 
commissioned officers In the first World War 
may wear a braid of forest green, 

b. Bars with rounded ends and brown 
enamel top, with the longitudinal center of 
gold for chief warrant officers and latitudinal 
center of gold for warrant officers (junior 
grade), are worn the same as lNeutenant’s 
bars. Flight officer’s bars are similar to those 
of warrant officers (junior grade) except that 
the enamel is blue, 

ec, (1) On the warrant officer's lapel is worn 
insignia consisting of an eagle rising, with 
wings displayed, standing on a bundle of 
two arrows, all inclosed in a wreath. The 
flight officer wears the Air Corps wings. 

(2) The foregoing warrant officer's insignia 
is worn on the service cap and also on both 
sleeves of the overcoat 4 inches above the 
end of the sleeve. 

d. A silver and black cord or cord edge 
is worn, respectively, on the service hat and 
garrison cap. 

5. Insignia for Army Mine Planter Service. 

a. For master and chief engineer, four bars 
of brown braid on cuff of service coat and 
overcoat, 

b. For first mate and assistant engineer, 
three bars of brown braid on cuff of service 
coat and overcoat. 

c. For second mate and second assistant 
engineer, two bars of brown braid on cuff 
of service coat and overcoat. 

d. Master and mates wear small 
anchor on each sleeve. 

e, Engineers wear small three-bladed pro- 
peiler on each sleeve, 

6. Duties.—The duties of the warrant offi 
cer, in general, are to relieve officers of ad- 
ministrative and technical details, In the 
Army Mine Planter Service the warrant offi 
cers’ duties consist of the navigation, oper 
ation, and administration of the mine planter 
as a ship. The duties of the flight officer may 
be that of pilot, bombardier, or navigator. 

7. Changes in Army Kegulations and Field 
Manuals.—Paragraph 2a will be incorporated 
in changes to AR 600-25, AR 610-5, FM 21-50, 
and FM 21-100.

pay they shall be credited with full time for 
all periods during which they have held com- 
missions as officers of any of the services men- 
tioned in the title of this Act, or in the 
Organized Militia prior to 1 July 1916, or in 
the National Guard, or in the National Guard 
Reserve or in the National Guard of the 
United States, or in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, or in the Naval Militia, or in the Na- 
tional Naval Volunteers, or in the Naval Re- 
serve Force, Naval Reserve, Marine Corps 
Reserve Force, Marine Corps Reserve, Coast 
Guard Reserve, and the Reserve Corps of the 
Public Health Service, or in the Philippine 
Scouts, or in the Philippine Constabulary, 
and service authorized in section 2 (b) of the 
Act of 19 January 1942 (Public Law 402, 
Seventy-seventh Congress).” 

Sec. 3. The Pay Readjustment Act of 1942 
(Public Law 607), approved 16 June 1942, is 
amended by inserting after section 3 thereof 
the following new section: 

“Sec, 3A. During the existence of any war 
declared by Congress and for six months im- 
mediately following the termination of such 
war, in computing the service for all pay 
purposes of officers paid under the provisions 
of section 1 or 3 of this Act, such officers, 
in addition to the time required to be credited 
by such sections, shall be credited with full 
time for all periods during which they were 
enlisted or held appointments as warrant offi- 
cers, Army field clerks, or as commissioned 
warrant officers in any of the services men- 
tioned in the title of this Act, or in the Regu- 
lar Army Reserve, or in the Organized Militia 
prior to 1 July 1916, or in the National Guard, 
or In the National Guard Reserve, or in the 
National Guard of the United States, or in 
the enlisted Reserve Corps, or in the Naval 
Militia, or in the National Naval Volunteers, 
or In the Naval Reserve force, Naval Reserve, 
Marine Corps Reserve force, Marine Corps Re 
serve, Coast Guard Reserve, and the Reserve 
Corps of the Public Health Service, or in the 
Philippine Scouts, or in the Philippine Con- 
stabulary. The provisions of this section shall 
not be construed to permit any commissioned 
officer to receive pay and allowances in ex- 
ceas of the maximum Iimitations imposed 
upon the total pay and allowances of any 
rank or grade by any of the provisions of 
this Act.” 

Sec. 4. This Act shall become effective as of 
1 June 1942, but no back pay or allowances 
for any period prior to such date shall accrue 
by reason of the enactment of this Act. 





War Shipping Powers

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Special Service Schools 


The War Vepartment anyuounced this 
week that before an enlisted man may be 
ordered to a special service school he must 
complete the basic training prescribed for 
every soldier. Enlisted men assigned to a 
special service school to take a basic 
course of instruction, the Department 
said, will be promoted to the grade of 
private, first class, unless a higher grade 
is currently held, in which case the higher 
grade will be retained. 

Those ordered to a special service 
school to pursue an advanced course will 
be promoted to technician, 5th grade. 


Excess Enlisted Strengths 


The following AGO letter prescribes 
procedure to be followed in handling ex- 
cesses in Army enlisted strengths and 
grades due to hospitalization of per- 
sonnel : 

1. Effective immediately, except as pre- 
scribed in Section 5, War Department Circu- 
lar Number 38, 10942, organizations are 
authorized to carry enlisted personnel, under 
the conditions stated below, in excess of the 
grades and strengths authorized by current 
allotments and to make promotions to fill such 
vacancies as are caused by this action: 

a. Buttle casualties—When evacuated out- 
side of the divisional or similar area. 

b. Patients in hospitals—When the organl- 
zation commander has been notified by the 
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commanding officer of the hospital that in his 
opinion the enlisted man will be hospitalized 
for a period of sixty days or longer or that 
the nature of the sickness or injury will pre- 
clude the patient from being physically quali- 
fied for further duty with his organization. 

2. Upon return of such enlisted man to his 
organization, any excess in grade will be ab- 
sorbed by normal attrition. 

3. The organization commander within the 
scope of his authority, may promote the en- 
listed man who is carried excess in grade in 
accordance with paragraph 1 above provided 
that the promotion would have been accom- 
plished had the enlisted man remained with 
his organization in a duty status. Such pro- 
motion is imited to one grade during any pe- 
riod in which the man is carried excess in 
grade under the above authority. 

4. Initially, each hospital, including gen- 
eral hospitals will render reports, in writing, 
to the commanding officers of those enlisted 
patients to whom the provisions of paragraph 
1 b above are applicable. Subsequently, upon 
receipt of enlisted patient, other than a battle 
casualty, as an original admission, the com- 
manding officer of a hospital will promptly 
make the necessary examination and diag- 
nosis and advise the commanding officer of 
the enlisted man’s organization, in writing, 
in those cases where in his opinion the provi- 
sions of paragraph 1 b above are applicable. 
After this initial report has been made, cases 
transferred from one hospital to another will 
not be reported upon under the provisions of 
this letter by the receiving hospital unless the 
transferring hospital advises that no report 
has previously been rendered upon the case. 
It shall be the responsibility of the hospital 
originally receiving the patient to render this 
report unless circumstances existing before 
transfer is made to another hospital will not 
permit. 


Larger Allotments Permitted 

Restrictions concerning the amount 
which members of the Army may allot 
from their pay for support of dependents, 
for insurance premiums, or for deposit in 
savings accounts with banking institu- 
tions have been modified, the War De- 
partment announced yesterday. 

Where previously, officers, warrant of- 
ficers, and nurses could only allot from 
base and longevity pay and subsistence 
allowances, they may now direct that 
funds be taken in an amount not to ex- 
ceed their combined base and longevity 
pay, increased pay for overseas service, 
rental and subsistence allowances. 

Enlisted men may now authorize, in ad- 
dition to base and longevity pay, their 
overseas pay and the rental allowance for 
their dependents, providing a minimum 
of $10.00, or such amount as the com- 
manding officer may deem necessary, shall 
be available for direct payment to the 
soldier to meet his personal needs. 

The War Department said aviation pay 
and additional pay for parachute duty 
are not subject to allotment. 
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Retirement of Army Officers 


Officers of the Army of the United 
States who are retired for physical dis- 
abilities will be permitted to retire or to 
receive retired pay of their temporary 
rank under provisions of the bill, 8. 2786, 
passed by the Senate this week. 

In addition to covering all officers tem- 
porarily promoted since 9 Sept. 1940, or 
who may hereafter be temporarily pro- 
moted, the bill will benefit 11 officers re- 
tired for physical disability while hold- 
ing temporary rank during World War 
I, and 24 officers retired from physical 
disability while holding advanced rank 
under the Air Corps temporary promo- 
tion act of 1936. 

The bill has particular application to 
Regular Army, Reserve and National 
Guard officers, all of whom can and do 
serve in temporary higher ranks, Officers 
whose only commission is in the Army 
of the United States already have the 
right to retire in the rank held, with all 
the benefits of that rank. 

Retired officers, whether retired for 
physical disability or for other causes, 
called to active duty and then disabled 
or further disabled, are covered by the 
bill. 

Regular Army officers retired under the 
bill will receive 75 per cent of the active 
duty pay of their temporary grades. Offi 
cers of other components, though not en- 
titled to be retired, will receive retire 
ment pay equal to 75 per cent of their 
active duty pay. 

The legislation brings officers of the 
Army the same benefits as are conferred 
on officers of the Navy, Marine Corps 
and Coust Guard by the Navy temporary 
promotion act of July, 1941. 

Text of the bill, as passed by the Sen- 
ate, was printed on the first page of the 
7 November issue. There was also adopted 
a ninth section, as follows: 

Sec. 9. No back pay shall accrue by reason 
of the enactment of this act. The provisions 
of this act shall not otherwise affect the 
method in which officers are to be retired. 





Signal Corps Conference 


A two-day conference of ranking Sig- 
nal Corps officers in Washington last 
week was highlighted by the address of 
Brig. Gen. Clarence R. Huebner, Director 
of the Military Training Division, Ser- 
vices of Supply, who emphasized that in 
addition to their technical training, Sig- 
nal Corps personnel must be “able to han- 
die weapons.” 

General Huebner was introduced by 
Brig. Gen. C. M. Milliken, Director of the 
Signal Troops Division, Office of the Chief 
Signal Officer. Maj. Gen. Walter EK. Pros- 
ser, commanding general of the Midwest- 
ern SC’LC, Camp Crowder, Mo., spoke 
also, as did Col. H. L. P. King, Chief of 
the Military l’ersonnel Branch, who acted 
as chairman.

effort.

ns, both to set up military governments, 
mito guide the later transition from 
gilitary government to civil government, 
pi qualified experts, who know the psy- 
dology of the people whom they are to 
gatrol, are accompanying our expedi- 
nary forces, General Gullion disclosed. 
General Gullion opened his address by 
eminding that during the past 150 years, 
ie United States has conducted “many 
nilitary occupations.” He continued : 

“ip order to profit by our former experi- 
we in the government of enemy or other 
weapied territory, the written reports on 
ut government have been the subject of suc- 
esive War College and General Staff studies. 
Similar studies have been made of the Ger- 
on and Japanese experiences. Out of this 
istensive and prolonged research were de- 
woped our general plans for a School of 
Vilitary Government and for the actual gov- 
mment of specific areas during the time the 
Army must remain in temporary charge. 
‘Military Government may be divided into 
two phases. There is the phase in which the 
Amy is temporarily in control. This is 
wally followed by a period in which an 
jmeriean civil government replaces govern- 
nent by the Army, after which the occupied 
wea is ordinarily returned to the defeated 
ution under the terms of a treaty of peace. 
“When the enemy has been driven back and 
bis territory over-run by the victorious army, 
the scene is usually one of chaos. 

‘Under these circumstances, some authority 
must assume control, and restore stability 
wd order. This must be done, partly because 





the civilian population of the occupied terri- 
tory would otherwise lapse into anarchy. If, 
however, econdmic dislocation and civilian 
distress were*the sole considerations, a civil 
government might well. serve. But, above 
every hing else, the Army’s lines of communi- 
cation must be kept open and the military 
situation preserved, Yet the forces of the 
defeated army may be in the next province 
or even just over the next mountain range, 
preparing to resume the struggle. The civilian 
population may be contemplating all sorts of 
sabotage or attempting to give aid to their 
own defeated forces, Military necessity, there- 
fore, demands that the conquering army be 
in complete control, The contro] that it thus 
assumes is what we know as ‘military gov- 
ernment.’ It is one of those inescapable in- 
cidents of warfare, completely sanctioned by 
international Jaw, that no victorious army can 
avoid even if it would. Summarizing, its pur- 
poses are first, to safeguard the army and to 
maintain a favorable military situation, and, 
second, to preserve law and order among the 
civilian population. It must lay the ground- 
work for the eventual restoration of the area, 
and in the meanwhile, render assistance to 
its people in such emergency matters as 
food, medical supplies, and sanitation. ... 

“But when military necessity no longer ex- 
ists, the Army must lay aside the reins of 
government, handing them over to an Ameri- 
ean or Allied civil government, which, in turn, 
will govern until a treaty of peace is 
ees ss 

The military government must know the 
people it is to control, the Provost Mar- 
shal General continued. There will be 
need for engineers of all types, sanita- 
tionists, relief workers, finance experts. 
He continued: 

“The experts, to perform these missions, 
must also be indoctrinated in the back- 
grounds of the special areas in which they 
may operate, 

“At the moment, we are beginning an oc- 
cupation of a substantial area, and the time 
is almost here when our armed forces will 
occupy important and extensive territories 
in widely-seattered regions. When that time 
comes, we should be fully prepared to carry 
on those initial tasks of government that will 
fall to our victorious armies, At the same 
time we should shape our program so as to 





make the transition from the temporary con- 
trol of military government to the more per- 
manent civilian control as easy as possible. 


“Let me indicate very briefly what is now 
being one. Last May the Army. established 
at the University of Virginia a School of 
Military Government where the top admin- 
istrative personnel for military governments 
is being trained—not to be governors but to 
be administrative assistants te governors. 
The school has a present authorized student 
body of 150 officers. Ninety-nine per cent of 
the students have primarily a civilian back- 
ground, They are for the most part National 
Guard and Reserve officers with a small num- 
ber chosen from civil life through the former 
Army Specialist Corps. Only three have been 
members of the Regular Army. Nearly all 
have bad extended administrative experience. 

“The commandant is Brig. Gen. Cornelius 
Wickersham, of New York City, a well-known 
name in legal and military circles. Associated 
with him is a carefully selected faculty, chosen 
with an eye for the particular work which 
is exacted of the students who range in grade 
from captain to colonel with an average age 
of 47 years. Little time is devoted to ideology 
and pure theory. While a background of in- 
ternational law and of the general principles 
of public administration is, of course, pre- 
sented, 70 per cent of the students’ time is 
spent on practical problems dealing with the 
areas of potential occupation, 

“These problems include not only studies 
of the laws, customs, economy, and psychol- 
ogy of definite areas now in hostile hands but 
involve especially the preparation of detinite 
plans for the taking over of those areas, For 
example, if we should occupy Hamburg, the 
commanding general of the theater, who will, 
of course, be the military governor, will have 
available a plan for its government, and will 
have officer graduates of the school who have 
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prepared the plan. However, not only will 
the top administrators have been especially 
trained and made available for the command- 
ing general in his government of Hamburg, 
but the subordinate and technical personnel 
will also be on hand. I shall now tell you our 
plans for the procurement and training of 
this personnel. 

“At Ft. Oglethorpe, Ga., we are opening 
two schools for the training of junior com- 
missioned officers and occupational military 
police. At the same time we are creatinga 
large pool of expert technical and profes- 
sional personnel to supplement the efforts 
of these other groups. 

“I should like to explain briefly what is con- 
templated in the creation of this last group 
of technical and professional experts. The 
task of the Army in any military government 
is primarily an administrative one, Most of 
its larger policies, those that will carry over 
into the civillan government, will be deter- 
mined by agencies other than the War Depart- 
ment or the Army. For example, political 
policy will be formulated by the State De- 
partment; fiscal policy by the Treasury De- 
partment; economie policy by the State De- 
partment or the Board of Keconomic Warfare, 
or both, Yet it will be the duty of the Army 
to administer these policies before surrender- 
ing control to some civilian agency. For these 
purposes, it will require, in addition to any 
administrative personnel, a large technical

New Navy Mutual Aid Premiums 


The following important announcement 
concerning Naval Mutual Aid premiums 
has been released to Navy personnel: 

Referring to memorandum 28 April 
1942, of the Board of Directors of the 
Navy Mutual Aid Association accompany- 
ing the 68rd annual report concerning ac- 
tion which might be necessary to protect 
the interests of the association and main- 
tain adequate reserves, the Board of Di- 
rectors has adopted as a precautionary 
measure an extra war risk rate of $16.70 
per month for membership effective 1 Jan. 
1943, in addition to other premiums. 

Members who are retired officers while 
they continue in inactive status and mid- 
shipmen, while serving as such, pay one- 
half war risk rate. Members having paid 
up benefits $75.00 or less pay applicable 
rate in proportion to amounts of their 
benefits. Seperate allotments should be 
registered for one year first payment Jan- 
uary. Disbursing officers mark these al- 
lotments “Navy Mutual Aid Association 
Premiums.” Board will discontinue war 
risk rate as soon as practicable. 

In view of the difficulty of equitable de- 
termination of extra hazardous duty, 
rates for aviation and submarine mem- 
bers under present conditions monthly 
rates now effective continue during cal- 
endar year 1943, namely, aviation, $5.30, 
and submarine, $2.50. 


Navy Communications Course 
The Navy Department has announced 
a course in applied communications for 
Regular and Keserve oltlicers with rank 
of lieutenant or below who have had at 
least one year’s experience at sea, The 
course is expected to last approximately 
one year. Applicants are advised that they 
must submit papers before 15 Jan.

Casualties of United States Naval 
Forces—dead, wounded and missing—re- 
ported to next of kin from 1 Nov. to 15 
Nov. 1942, inclusive, totaled 747. They 
are subdivided into the following classi- 
fications : 

Dead, 304; wounded, 252; missing, 191 
—total, 747. 

The preponderant share of these cas- 
ualties resulted from direct action with 
the enemy, but included in the total are 
names of those who were lost in accidents 
at sea and in the air on duty directly con- 
nected with war time operations. Natural 
deaths or accidents not connected witb 
operations against the enemy are not in- 
cluded in the total. 

The casualties in list No. 17 cover per- 
sonnel of the Navy and Murine Corps. No 
Coast Guard casualties are included. This 
list includes all states except New Hamp- 
shire. The Territory of Hawaii is in- 
cluded, None are reported for other Ter- 
ritories or Possessions. 

List No. 17 brings the total of Navy, 
Marine Corps, and Coast Guard casual- 
ties reported to next of kin from 7 Dec. 
1941, to 15 Nov. 1942, inclusive, to a grand 
total of 17,252, broken down as follows:

Restrict Renaming of Ships 


No naval vessel commissioned after 7 
Dec. 1041 would bear the sume name as 
any vessel in commission on that dute, 
under terms of a bill, H. R. 7791, intro- 
duced by Representative Cole, of N. Y., 
a member of the House Naval Affairs 
Committee, 

Mr. Cole’s bill would require that those 
ships which have been named fer lost ves- 
seis be aguin renamed. 

The Congressman told the ARMY AND 
NAvy JOURNAL that the present practice 
of naming new ships for those lost in ac- 
tion, fur from creating morale, would 
destroy it. Final result of the present 
custom, he stated, would be to require 
that the name of every lost ship be given 
to a new vessel. If this were not done, 
those who served in the destroyed vessel 
would feel slighted. 

Moreover, he pointed out, some ships 
that were lost might not be worthy of 
being so commemorated. 

Each ship and her crew should stand 
on their merits, he said, and if honor was 
earned, it should go to that ship alone 
and not be lessened by the confusion 
which is certain to result when posterity 
attempts to differentiate between the 
World War II records of two or more 
ships of the same name. 





Admiral Nimitz’s Message 

Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, USN, 
commander in chief of the Pacific Fleet, 
is a busy man, and he is methodical in 
his destruction of the Japanese Navy. 
But he has retained a sense of humor 
which is able to issue an order in the 
form of a “Memorandum from King Nep- 
tune to Destrofer Screen,” and signed 
“Davy Jones, by direction, C. W. Nimitz.” 

The order said: 

“On this occasion of your nth crossing of 
the equator I want to wish all hands a 
round trip. To achieve a successful round 
trip may not be easy. From what I read in 
the papers, I believe the area where you 
are going is lousy with Jap submarines and 
small torpedo boats, in addition to a battle- 
ship or cruiser here and there, 

“These little fellows have done and will 
do their dirty work at night. The only of- 
fense against them is prayer and you. The 
big ships will do the praying, which leaves 
you to do the work. To sink them you must 
find them in the dark, You have sound, radio 
and lookouts, All three of these can be just 
as good or just as bad as you make them, 

“You can’t make a soundman listen, or a 
lookout look, or a radioman radiate infor- 
mation by getting tough or putting him on 
the report. You've got to instill morale—an 
eager desire to do the Job not well, but per- 
fectly. 

“To this end the captain and officers must 
camp on their trial—explain, discuss, per- 
suade, cajole, practice, test, teach, check and 
dauble check, 

“Tell them about the little orphans back 
home who'll never say ‘Daddy’ if he doesn’t 
keep on his toes. If you haven’t any young- 
asters, tell them about mine—and those who'll 
never be born, for lack of a father. 

“Instead of having the captain, navigator, 
officer of the deck and junior O. O. D., all 
demanding the range and bearing of an air- 
craft carrier, let one of them keep demand- 
ing the range and bearing of something 
else—even a pixie. Anybody can recognize 
an aircraft carrier. 

“These people (the men, not the pixies) 
should be drilled, trained, exercised and urged 
twenty-four hours a day. 

“You have enough oflicers on watch to do 
it, and it may prevent your wife from squan- 
dering your insurance on gew-gaws and bric- 
a-brac.” 


Dental Rear Admiral 


The Senate this week approved legis- 
lation, 8S. 2769, which would create the 
grade of rear admiral in the Navy Dental 
Corps and permit advancement of dental 
officers to that grade under the same con- 
ditions as other stuff corps oflicers are 
promoted to tlag rank. 

‘The bill was enacted in spite of a pro- 
test from the Navy Department. 

Stating that “the bill is sponsored by 
the American Dental Association, which 
consists of approximately 55,000 den- 
tists,” the Senate Naval Affairs Commit- 
tee reported to the Senate that a repre- 
sentative of the association appeared be- 
fore the committee to urge passage of 
the bill. 

“He stated,” said the committee, “that 
the Army Dental Corps is allowed one 
brigadier general as assistant to the Sur- 
geon General of the Army; that in the 
opinion of the members of this associa- 
tion the Army Dental Corps has bene- 
fited by having one officer of this rank; 
and that it is rather humiliating to offi- 
cers of the Dental Corps to feel that they 
are entitled to reach anly the rank of 
cuptain after many years of service, 
while officers of other staff corps are able 
to attain the rank of rear admiral.” 


Can’t Be Both on Sea, Shore Duty 


The Comptroller General has held (de- 
cision B-28788) that a Navy officer, with- 
out dependents, who is temporarily as- 
signed to sea duty in addition to his shore 
duty may be paid the rental allowance 
authorized by section 6 of the Pay Re- 
adjustment Act of 1942, where there has 
been a proper administrative determina- 
tion that his shore duty is paramount 
and, therefore, that he is not on “sea 
duty” as that term is defined in the Ex- 
ecutive regulations issued pursuant to 
said section 6, but he may not for the 
same period receive extra pay for sea 
diuty, authorized by section 2 of the act, 





by virtue of an inconsistent administrg.

Navy Tries Again 

For the second time this year, the Ng. 
vy has asked Congress to appropriate 
$50,000 to build a hospital for the peo 
ple of Lawrence, Newfoundland, in ree.

many of the survivors of the USS Troy. 
tun and the USS Pollus. 

The two ships went ashore off Lay. 
rence in a gale last winter and were lost, 

Shortly after, the President asked Cop. 
gress for the $50,000, transmitting a Budg- 
et request for that amount. The Sep. 
ate Appropriations Committee refused 
the item, Chairman McKellar declaring, 
“IT am inclined to think we ought to post- 
pone it. It is a good thing to do, but we 
ought to win the war first, in my opinion,” 

The new request is in the form of a 
proposed joint resolution, requested by 
the Navy Department with Budget Bu- 
reau approval,

NCE more the value of the battleship has come to the fore as a result of the 

views expressed last week by Admiral Nimitz and Admiral Halsey. Those views 
were based upon the performance of this type of vessel which participated in the 
glorious victory won in the waters of the Solomons. No one doubts that a dreadnaught 
will continue to be essential in naval operations, but the experience of the current war 
is certain to modify and expand its characteristics. Our naval experts are studying 
with intense attention the reports they are receiving in order to determine what 
greater protection and compartmentation should be provided, the strength of the anti- 
aircraft batteries with which they should be equipped, the number of planes they must 
have for defense and offense, and especially the maximum of speed that can be at- 
tained. It is not forgotten that the George V and the Repulse were sunk off Malaya 
by bombs, and reports from the South Pacific tell of heavy and light cruisers, as 
well as destroyers, so lost. There is the further fact that surface vessels find it expedl- 
ent to move at night, and the battleship, protected by darkness, is able 
to reach its target and smash it. There is no question that an umbrella 
of planes is essential in daylight for the battleship as it is for the cruls- 
er and destroyer, and this umbrella, must be provided either from the deck 
of the ship or from an accompanying carrier. In the end as in all ship de- 
signs, there will be a compromise. Probably the battleship to come will have fewer 
heavy guns, stronger resisting armor extending from the keel to and inclmding decks 
and turrets, plenty of anti-aircraft weapons, a flock of planes, and above all, speed. For 
the moment, our battleships are priceless. The enemy possesses them, and we, fortu- 
nately have them in superior numbers, and their value is constantly apparent in the 
work they are doing as members of the Fleet, in guarding convoys and in the mere fact 
that they are in being. The day of the battleship has not yet passed, but the type we 
know is passing. 


HANKS to the prompt recognition by Congress of the equities involved, only 
6 a approval of the President is now necessary to permit all officers to count 
for all pay purposes their prior enlisted service, As introduced in the Senate the 
bill proposed to make clear the intent of Congress to allow National Guard officers 
and officers of the various Reserve components to count all commissioned service, 
active and inactive, for advancement to pay periods as well as for longevity pay. 
As a matter of justice the Senate Military Affairs Committee adopted an amendment 
to permit Regular officers to enjoy this concession, This merely placed Regular and 
Reserve on the same basis, thus giving effect to the declared intention of Senator 
Johnson, of Colo., that the 1942 Pay Act should give equal treatment to all service 
personnel. However, the amending act which passed the Senate, still left one group 
at a serious disadvantage. This group, a large one, comprises officers who, from 
the ranks, accepted commissions better to serve their country, and often at sub- 
stantial reductions in pay. 

If inactive commissioned service were to be recognized for pay purposes for 
officers, the ARMy AND Navy JourNnat felt—and pointed out emphatically—that en- 
listed service likewise should be recognized in computing their pay. The War De- 
partment, which once had opposed the proposal, in time came to realize that it was 
needed in the interest of morale. When Representative Sparkman, of Ala., pressed 
his amendment to 8S. 2723 to credit enlisted service for pay purposes, the Depart- 
ment informed him and the House Military Affairs Committee that it would not 
object to the amendment, though it could not endorse it. This was sufficient for the 
House committee which adopted the amendment with alacrity. The House sustained 
its committee and the Senate accepted the House’s action without demur. We may 
expect the President to approve the bill, since he signed the pay act of which it is an 
amendment. 

It is significant that the same day that the Senate accepted the enlisted pay 
amendment to §. 2723, it also completed Congressional action on a measure which 
would increase the Army’s uniform allowance to $250 and broaden the coverage of 
the allowance. This amount, $100 greater than the present allowance, is the same as 
that now paid to officers of the Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard. Thus, by two 
separate actions on the same day, Congress gave effect to its announced decision to 
maintain equality in the treatment of all the services and all servicemen.

Simple Draft Order 

Selective Service officials, besieged o 
the one hand with requests for deferment 
by various registrants and on the other 
hand by demands for manpower from the 
Army and multiferious other agencies and 
industries, probably will be interested i 
the mobilization order issued by Emperor 
Haile Selassie of Ethiopia when the 
Italians attacked. 

The order, in full text, follows: 

“Everyone will now be mobitized, and aD 
boys old enough to carry a spear will be 
to Addis Ababa.

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Britain at War 

Back from a protracted stay in Great 
Britain, William R. Matthews, editor of 
the Arizona Daily Star, Tucson, Ariz., 
has some interesting points which he 
stresses in that newspaper regarding the 
war situation in the British Isles. Mr. 
Matthews says: 

(1) The British realize the Germans 
are prepared to wage battle for months, 
even years to come, and will be beaten 
only when their armies have been soundly 
defeated. 

(2) Wise leaders predicted, months 
ago, that if the Allies were to win this 
war they must make their beginnings in 
North Africa. 

(3) The Soviets think the United 
States has done as much for them as it 
can but hold to the fallacious theory that 
the “Cliveden set” in England is their 
deadly enemy. 

(4) Winston Churchill has a firm grip 
on the British situation and is holding his 
own against political opponents, Anthouy 
Eden is growing in power. Sir Stafford 
Cripps is losing out. 

(5) Britain bends every effort and 
every will toward winning this war. 

(6) American soldiers have taken 
London by storm and their conduct is 
exemplary. 

Reviewing these assertions, the Arizona 
editor says Germany knows that the pun- 
ishment they gave helpless people of in- 
vaded neutral countries will bring a ter- 
rible day of atonement if the war is lost. 
Therefore they are united through fear of 
revenge and consequently the heavy 
bombing by Allied planes will not seri- 
ously undermine the actual morale, The 
British have no illusions—the final 
thrust must be made by land attack, 

Recounting a talk he had with Turkish 
Ambassador Orbay, Mr. Matthews de- 
clares “Orbay expressed alarm about the 
ability of the Germans to land troops 
south of the Caucasus, and thus catch 
Turkey on a flank, He was militantly in- 
sistant that Turkey would fight if invaded 
by Germany. 

“By his enthusiasm for America and 





Britain he indicated that Turkey would 
join the United Nations whenever her 
small power could be made effective and 
not tragically sacrified like Yugoslavia 
and Greece. 

“He insisted that the coming campaign 
would be in North Africa and that Hifler 
had to drive the United Nations complete- 
ly out of North Africa. Whenever Hit.er 
does that, according to Orbay, he will be 
impregnable to any kind of attack by the 
United Nations. On the other hand, he in- 
sisted that when the United Nations win 
control of North Africa and the Mediter- 
ranean they will then be in position to 
start winning the war.” 

According to Mr. Matthews, Ambassa- 
dor Orbay was scornful of German Am- 
bassador Von Papen and ridiculed the 
idea that Von Papen was a man of ability. 

The Arizonian editor describes a visit 
and friendly chat with Mr. Rothstein, 
London representative of the Tass News 
Agency, during which he plainly told the 
Russian that the United States resents 
Soviet efforts in the past to block sup- 
plies for Great Britain from this country, 
adding that, after this, they got on very 
well in their talk. Mr. Rothstein ex- 
pressed gratitude for our aid given Rus- 
sia but could not be talked out of think- 
ing the “Cliveden set” is opposed to them 
though Mr. Matthews used many argu- 
ments to prove otherwise, 

That Prime Minister Churchill still 
dominates the British mind was the con- 
clusion of Mr. Matthews. One paragraph 
of the article on this phase of the visit 
was: 

“The apparent weakness of Cripps’ po- 
litical position brings Anthony Eden 
more into the limelight. There are oth- 
ers whose developing abilities assure Brit- 
ain of highly competent political leader- 
ship during the next decade. With the 
exception of one tiny, but powerful seg- 
ment of this political hierarchy, all of it 
is vigorously pro-American.” 

Describing how everybody in Britain 
works these days, he tells of a dinner 
party at Col. Victor Cazelet’s—the colonel 
is a member of l’arliament and the offi- 
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cial liaison officer with the Polish Army. 
After dinner, Colonel Cazelet remarked: 
“‘Now we must clear the table and 
wash the dishes’ and that very thing all 
of the guests did. Colonel Cazelet washed 
the dishes while Lord Rothmere, publish 
er of the Daily Mail, and I wiped them.” 
Thus all England does its best toward 
bending every effort in winning this wag, 
That the American soldiers by thefr 
bearing are holding high the standing of 
their country in Great Britain is the 
judgment of Mr. Matthews, who describes 
how they live there in luxury for the mo- 
ment but never lose sight of their ultimate 
object—to beat Hitler to the draw! 





Major Woodfill Speaks 


Maj. Samuel Woodfill, whom General 
John J. Pershing, General of the Armies, 
ealled the outstanding soldier of the 
A. E. F., in an orientation lecture last 
week to men at Ft. Bragg, N. C., praised 
the training our troops are now receiving 
hefore being sent overseas. “I am thor- 
oughly pleased to know that the sad, and 
costly, mistakes of 1918 will not be re- 
peated in this war,” he said after in- 
spection of training activities at many 
Army camps. 

Major Woodfill pointed to the smash- 
Ing success achieved by our troops in 
North Africa as evidence of the effective- 
ness of the Army's training program in 
the first major military operation in 
which American forces participated: we 
achieved much in a very short time. “The 
American soldiers who swept the strong- 
holds of Morocco, Algiers and Tunisia 
were not sent to their battle stations 
merely dressed as fighting men.” Major 
Woodfill declared. “They had received 
long months of careful and patient train- 
ing. They know their jobs thoroughly. 
And our people and our allies have now 
seen the gratifying spectacle of our boys 
using their abilities and knowledge skill- 
fully and successfully.” 

Major Woodfill entered the Army 
while a young man. He progressed 
throngh the various Army grades until 
he reached his present rank of major.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The fruits of General Eisenhower's political agreement with 
Admiral Variun are being plucked by the United Nations. At the price of the rela- 
tively small number of 1,010 casualties, all of the rich and populous North African 
Empire of the French Republic, has fallen under their sway. French air and naval 
units are fighting with us under the Tricolor. A French Army of half a million officers 
and men, promises ultimately to reenforce the American and British Armies now 
operating against the German and Italian forces in Tunisia and Tripoli. 


The latest accession to the United Nations obtained by Darlan is French West 
Africa, the port of which is the highly strategic base of Dakar. That port is heavily 
fortified, and is garrisoned by from 30,000 to 50,000 native troops officered by French- 
men. In its harbor are the battleship Richelieu, 35,000 tons, three cruisers, Gloire, 
Georges Leygues and Montcalm, 7,600 tons each, a number .of old-age destroyers and 
patrol ships, and 21 submarines. At Casablanca is the battleship Jean Bart, sistership 
of the Richelieu, which was damaged when General Patton’s troops forced their land- 
ing, and several destroyers and patrol vessels. As a result of Admiral Darlan’s influ- 
ence, it is expected the French Squadron at Alexandria will join the Allied cause, and 
thus will disappear the headache to the British, which its doubtful attitude produced. 
Remaining of concern are the ships at Toulon and Brest and what they will do has 
not yet developed. But under German guns probably they are lost to the Allies. 


How important are the results of this stroke of diplomacy, carefully prepared for 
by Secretary Hull and delivered by General Eisenhower, will be indicated by a brief 
reference to North Africa's area, population and resources, As arranged by Admiral 
Darlan, under allied French control will be French Morocco, Algeria, Tunis (where 
battles are in progress) and French West Africa, covering 2,876,631 square miles, and 
populated by 31,030,333 persons. The resources of this territory include essential war 
materials which will be welcome additions to those of the United Nations. Besides 
agricultural products, including wheat, barley, oats, corn, potatoes, flax and tobacco, 
dates, pomegranates and figs, and cattle grazing, Algeria contains large deposits of 
iron, zinc, lead, mercury, copper and antimony. French Morocco is agricultural and 
pastoral, and from it eggs, poultry and fruits will be expected once more to grace 
the English table. This should lessen our shipment of foodstuffs for that purpose. 
It has phosphate deposits estimated at 10,000,000 metric tons, and there is an oil field 
which extends from Fez to Laraish, French West Africa exports such valuable items 
as rubber, palm nuts and oil, cotton, cacao, timber and peanuts, 


Strategically all these French colonies are important. The Mediterranean Shore 
will offer a springboard to Hitler's belly, to refer to Winston Churchill’s description. 
Further, control of that shore will facilitate passage by Allied transports and cargo 
ships to the Near East, and thus enable quicker reenforcement and supply of the 
British Army there, and delivery of Lend-Lease to Russia and India. Possession of 
Dakar will remove the air threat to the United States and South America, upon which 
President Roosevelt has insistently dwelt, and enable more efficient protection for 

trade of Britain, which has been channelled by its door. 


Looking over the situation the French Empire, we find Indo-China and some | 
Pacific and China Sea Islands, trolled by Japan, Under Admiral Darlan is all 
of French North ané Wést Africa; under General de Gaulle, Equatorial Africa, 
059,256 square miles, Syria and Lebanon, 57,900 square miles, St. Pierre and Miquelon 
islands off the coast of Newfoundland, Madagascar in the Indian Ocean, 
and New Caledonia, Tahiti and other Islands in the southern Pacific; and, 
under Admiral Robert, as a result of the agreement reached by State De- 
partment agent Samuel Reber, whose father was an outstanding Signal Corps 
officer, and Admiral John H. Hoover of the Navy, the French West Indies and French 
Guiana. Cooperating with Admiral Darlan are the distinguished French leaders, Gen- 
eral Giraud, designated as Commander-in-Chief of the French forces in North Africa, 
General Nogues, Governor General of French Morocco, and Admiral Esteva, Resident 
General at Tunis. Associated with de Gaulle is General Catroux, French Commander- 
in-Chief in the Levant. This officer is now in London where he is discussing the atti- 
tude de Gaulle shall adopt in the light of the political recognition President Roosevelt 
has extended to Darlan. Each of the leaders mentioned is clamoring for recognition 
as the only representative of France. De Gaulle’s claims are based upon the fact that 
when England’s day was darkest he organized the Free French movement. He has 
expressed bitter opposition to Petain and the Vichy Government, and is described as 
leaning toward Fascism. Catroux is more or less independent of de Gaulle, and his 
attitude toward that leader is now in doubt. Darlan was a member of the Ministries 
formed by Petain, and when that under Lava! was formed, he was named as Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Army and Navy and authorized to report directly to the Mar- 
shal; and it was supposed at the time that the latter thereby intended to have a 
counter to the pro-Axis premier. He was permitted by the Germans to go to North 
Africa ostensibly to prepare that region for resistance against an American-British 
invasion, and that he deliberately fooled Hitler is shown by what he has done since 
the arrival of our forces. In accepting the arrangement made by General Eisenhower 
with Admiral Darlan, the President described it as a temporary expedient, but it 
now looks as though that leader is acting for what he conceives to be the best interests 
of France by turning over to the United Nations the great territory with its manpower 
and resources, which was responsive to the Marshal. He is being repudiated by the 
latter, but the fact that other French African leaders are joining him would seem to 
indicate he has powers from the head of the Vichy Government which at least are 
satisfactory to them. Until the time our troops landed in North Africa, Admiral Rob- 
ert was disposed to look upon Vichy as his superior, but after Darlan’s announce- 
ment he signed the agreement with our representatives, and undoubtedly as a result, 
the French aircraft carrier Bearn, several cruisers and the 100,000 tons of shipping in 
French West Indian ports, will cooperate with the Navies and merchant marines of 
the United Nations. 

The results of the North African adventure include other diplomatic triumphs. 
Pledges of Spanish neutrality have been made, and Portugal, more pro-Ally than ever, 
will be disposed to greater consideration of our requests, though remaining neutral. 
The Turks are loudly reiterating their determination to defend their homeland from 
invasion, and negotiations have been resumed in Ankara for a new agreement between 
Britain and them concerning exports of chrome during 1943. Much of this material 
passed through British hands to the United States. To conciliate Hitler, Turkey

The USS Peto, a fleet-type submarine and the first to be built on the Great Lakes 
during the present war, slid into the water at Manitowoc, Wis., last week and later 
passed inspection by a trial board headed by Rear Adm. Walter S. Andersen. She 
was accepted for the Navy by Comdr. R. F, Hans, representing Rear Adm. Frederick 
Daubin, commander of the Atlantic Fleet's submarine division. She will be taken tg 
the ocean by way of Chicago and the Illinois and Mississippi Rivers. A sister ship, the 
USS Puffer, was launched 22 November. 

The USS Hazelwood, a destroyer named for Comdr. John Hazelwood of the Cop 
tinental Navy, who drove the enemy from the Delaware River in 1777, was launched 
20 Nov. at the Bethlehem shipyards in San Francisco. 

The USS Isherwood, which is destroyer No. 520, was launched 24 Nov. at the 
Bethlehem yard at Staten Island, N. Y., by Mrs. Andrew J. Kerwin, granddaughter 
of the late Rear Adm. Benjamin Franklin Isherwood, USN. 

Mrs. Lillian Rohde of Baltimore, sister to the late Ens. Charles Hazeltine Ham 
mann, USNR, will christen the USS Hammann when it is launched at the yards of 
the Consolidated Steel Co., Orange, Tex., on 30 Nov.

“The senior doctor on board at the time, after listening to my protestations of 
not wishing to be in the way or intrude, reassured me by saying that I was more 
than welcome. To those back home, I want to say that the performance of this medical 
unit is magnificent. I watched nearly évery activity on board from the time the 
patient arrived alongside in a boat. I did not see a single person—doctor, officer, 
nurse, corpsman, petty officer or bluejacket who was not on the job. He—or she—- 
was not only doing it well, but quietly. Just believe me—they are good. 

“Not once during the entire visit was I answered with a grumble or a belly-ache 
or a whine, but invariably with a grin or at least with an attempt at one. Some 
times the answer would be low and I would lean well over to make the conversation 
easier going. It might take a few seconds and then I would hear, ‘I’m doing pretty 
well, thank you sir.’ One like that and your heart goes right out to him. It is a custom 
in the Navy to remove one’s cap in the sick bay. Mine will always be off to those men.”

Colonel Gillespie noted that what would otherwise 
be a trip of from 6 to 8 days is cut to 6 or 8 hours by use of the airplane.

Delivering the principal address at the graduation ceremonies, 
General McNair prophesied that the new officers would have plenty of chance to see 
action. 

“By the time you are ready to enter combat,” General McNair said, “there will 
be plenty of combat for you to enter.” 

Tanks are now of age, he declared, but pointed out that “they are still growing 
up.” He asserted that the development of the Armored Force particularly and of all 
our forces in some degree may be said to be leaving one stage and entering another. 
General McNair said that this new stage is based on the realization that manpower 
in the United States is not unlimited and that shipping is a bottleneck. Further 
declaring that “we shall probably be unable to bring our full power to bear against 
our enemies overseas,” he emphasized the fact that economies must be made. 

Letters and comment on General McNair’s Armistice Day address to the troops 
of his command, which was broadcast over Station WMAL, Washington, and the 
Blue Network, continue to praise the frankness and common sense of the address. 
The talk, in which he advised troops to “lust for battle” and to realize that “our 
object in life must be to kill,” was considered one of the frankest and most honest 
appraisals of the need for troops who realize that their mission is to kill yet heard. 

Desert Training Center: Men who have served under Maj. Gen. George S. I’atton, 
Jr., out in the California desert won't be surprised at anything Le does in routing 
the Nazis from North Africa, 

General Vatton has an interesting background, He has a knowledge of desert 
tactics and technique enriched by several months of study and training in the great 
Southern California desert immediately prior to his assuming command of our 
armored forces which opened the “second front.” General Patton organized the desert 
training center which now promises to become the largest training ground of the 
entire Army. 

The American desert soldiers are following the African campaign as avidly as 
anyone in the nation, One in particular is Tech, Sgt. William Fralish, who saw action 
against the Nazis in Libya last May with a small American tank group. “I'd certainly 
like to be back over There now,” the sergeant says. “It would be fun to be chasing 
the Germans.” 

General Patton, who acquired one of his three wound stripes when injured in 
a tank attack during the World War, has been decorated with the Silver Star, Order 
of the Purple Heart, the Distinguished Service Medal and the Distinguished Service 
Cross. 
The Armored Forces: The Armored Force School at Ft. Knox, Ky., which an- 
nually turns out more trained specialists than any civilian university, observed its 
second birthday recently, and held ceremonies that included a pageant illustrating 
the phenomenal growth of the school. It has risen from a bare Kentucky hillside 
to a $20,000,000 plant with 500 buildings. 

Further evidence of the rapid growth of this newest fighting arm was the ac- 
tivation 15 Nov., of the 14th Armored Division at Camp Chaffee, Ark., commanded 
by Maj. Gen. Vernon E. Prichard. At the time of the Pearl Harbor attack there 
were bnt five armored divisions. 

The 17th Training Battalion of the Armored Force Replacement Training Center, 
popularly known as “Hertzman’s Highbrows,” because of their low average age and 
high average 1Q, ended its training period recently with the biggest party ever held 
to mark such an event. The party was given by Lt. Col. Irwin Hertzman. 

A composite battalion of more than 100 vehicles participated in the Armistice 
Day parade in Louisville, Ky. The men and vehicles were from the 6th Armored 
Division. 

Among rookies of the Armored Force Replacement Training Center at Ft. Knox 
is Pvt. Robert 8. Harmon, son of Maj. Gen. Ernest N. Harmon, commanding general 
of the Second Armored Division.

B. Gregory, the Quartermaster General, and Capt. De Witt C. Redgrave, jr., USN, 
spoke for the Army and Navy at the presentation this week of the Army and Navy 
“EB” to the Jeffersonville, Ind., Quartermaster Depot; under command of Brig. Gen. 
Allen R. Kimball. The award to the Jeffersonville installation marked the first time 
a Quartermaster unit has received the “E” for excellence in war production, 

The War Department this week told civilians that they could expect difficulty 
in obtaining sheets, pillow cases and bath towels, in view of huge Army contracts 
for these goods. The announcement said: “These contracts will have a high priority 
rating and it is expected they will absorb virtually all stocks on hand of popular 
quality sheéts in 63-inch, 72-inch, and 81-inch widths, This also applies to bath towels, 
22x44 inches. It was expected, however, that resumption of commercial schedules 
could begin to a limited extent soon after the first of the year, with stocks for ordinary 
civilian demands expected to be back to normal by March, 1948. 

The War Department also announced this week the development by the Quar- 
termaster Corps of three new types of footgear. Two of them are worn over the ser- 
vice shoe while the third is a specially built type of “non-skid” low shoe. 





The “non-skid” number is known as a boatman’s shoe. It has a canvas top ang 
rubber sole and looks like a tennis sneaker. The rubber sole has a tread Similar 
those on non-skid tires. When a soldier puts a slight pressure on the sole, the rable 
spreads and provides a firm foothold. The boatman’s overshoe is a companion oun 
ber, It slips over the boatman’s shve or the regular service shoe. 

The third item is a new type of wader boot developed by the Quartermaste 
Corps and is worn over the service shoe. It has an extended top reaching Up upd 
the armpits with a bib extending to the neck. The wader is made from rubber and 
rubberized materials. It will be issued to Engineers engaged in construction Work 
in or near water. Troops on duty in cold climates or working on beaches or unload 


ing boats also will be issued the wader. 


Corps of Engineers—Adjustment of the boundaries of the Engineer Divisions to com 
form with those of the Service Commands was announced by the War Department 
this week. The reorganization, ordered by Maj. Gen, Eugene Reybold, Chief of Engi 
neers, becomes effective on 1 Dec., when the 13 present divisions are reduced to u 
by the combining of the North Pacific, South Pacific, and Mountain Division into 
the Pacific Division with headquarters at Salt Lake City, Utah. The Denver District, 
meanwhile, has been switched from the Mountain Division to the Missouri River 


Division. 


The names of the divisions are now as follows: New England, North Atlantle 
Middle Atlantic, South Atlantic, Ohio River, Great Lakes, Missouri River, South 
western, Pacific, Upper Mississippi Valley, and Lower Mississippi Valley.

and professional personnel. These are now 
being selected from nominations made 
by all those civilian agencies of the 
government which will have an immedi- 
ate or ultimate policy interest in any 
occupied territory. We are doing this, first, 
because we believe that these civilian agen- 
cles are better equipped to make these se- 
lections than is the Army, and, second, be- 
cause these agencies will probably eventual- 
ly make use of most of the same personnel 
when civil government begins, 

“We plan to leave these technicians in their 
present useful civilian pursuits until they are 
needed abroad, at which time they will be im- 
mediately available. In the meantime, how- 
ever, we are earmarking them for duty in 
special areas and then, in cooperation with a 
number of colleges and universities, expect 
to give them some brief training in the back- 
grounds of those areas in which they will 
ultimately serve. Of course, we do not in- 
tend to teach these people to be engineers 
or sanitationists. They will have been selected 
because they already possess outstanding 
ability in their several fields, What we do 
intend is to give them some insight into the 
institutions, customs, and psychology of the 
people with whom they will have to deal, To 
these ends we have already been discussing 
plans with colleges and universities. 

“In this manner the Army hopes not only 
to be fully prepared for military government 
in any oecupled region, but to have facilitated 
greatly the transition from military to civilian 
control. Because, when that transition occurs, 
these technicians can then simply take off 
their uniforms, if they have been commis- 
sioned, and continue, as civilians, in the very 
tasks that they had theretofore been perform- 
ing under military direction.”

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Financial Digest 

There are sharp jurisdictional contro- 
versies between the Army and Navy on 
the one hand, and the War Production 
Board and the Man Power Commission 
on the other. The controversies reached 
a stage this week where reports became 
current that a shake-up of the Cabinet 
is under consideration. The reports par- 
ticularly affect Secretary of the Interior 
Ickes, said to be slated for the Depart- 
ment of Labor, Secretary of Labor Per- 
kins, who may go to the Security Ad- 
ministration, and Director McNutt, of 
that Administration, and chairman of the 
Man Power Commission, who may suc- 
ceed Mr. Ickes. The three officials con- 
cerned deny any knowledge of the trans- 
fers and the White House indicates that 
they are not at present in prospect. So 
far as known, Secretary Stimson is not 
to be relieved, and recent expressions of 
confidence by the President in Secretary 
Knox assures his continuance at the head 
of the Navy. 

The plans of Director Nelson of the 
WPB, call for Mr. Charles EB. Wilson, 
Vice Chairman of the Agency and for- 
mer President of the General Electric 
Company, to take control of all war pro- 
duction. If this should be done, it would 
mean that the authority Mr. Nelson gave 
to the Army and Navy last spring for 
the scheduling and expediting of mili- 
tary items, is to be cancelled. What dis- 
turbs the Director is that as a result of 
the present set up he claims spotty and 
unbalanced production is occurring in 
some fields. It is contended by War and 
Navy officials that they have worked out 
a functioning method that will assure 
effective execution of contracts and 
schedules. Friends of Mr. McNutt say 
his difficulties arise from the attitude 
and policies of the Army and Navy, which, 
they claim, want to control distribution 
of Man Power. Underlying the conflicts 
over Production as well as Man Power 
is said to be the question of whether the 
final authority relating to both shall be 
civilian or military. Organized labor has 
joined with Messrs. Nelson and McNutt 
in opposing military domination, Pre- 
liminary to the settlement of the ques- 
tions raised, the President told Messrs. 
Nelson and MeNutt to get together in 
an agreement. Probably this forecasts a 
compromise. 

The War Labor Board has delegated 
to the Secretary of War the power to 
rule upon all wage and salary adjust- 
ments of the more than 1 million civilian 
personne] in the United States and Alas- 
ka, employed by the War Department, 
the Army Exchange Services, and Gov- 
ernment-owned, privately operated fa- 
cilities of the Department. It is expected 
that like authority will be given to the 
Secretary of. the Navy over employees 
of his Department. Only salaries fixed 
by statute will be exempt. The War Labor 
Board also authorized employers to equal- 
ize the pay of women with men in com- 
parable work, and empowered impartial 
chairmen to fix rates for new jobs with- 
out prior Board approval, if they have 
that duty under a collective bargaining 
agreement. 

The gas and fuel] oil situation contin- 
ules to concern the country. The Middle 
West is arguing that because of its prox- 
imity to the oil fields, the rationing or- 
der issued should be cancelled, and the 
Atlantic Coast is protesting against the 
cut in gas allowance to three gallons and 
is objecting to any reduction in fuel 
oil. Meetings of Senators and Congress- 
men are occurring to consider protests, 
but this is largely political and, there- 
fore, to he discounted. 





Veterans Honor Graduates 


The Regular Veterans Association has 
notified the superintendents of West 
Point, Annapolis and the Coast Guard 
Academy at New London, Conn., that 
presents, each of the value of $50, to be 
chosen by the winning honor cadets of 
the three academies, have been awarded 
by that association. 








Income Tax Filing 


The laws regarding liability for filing 
of income tax returns by service person- 
nel are summarized by the War Depart- 
ment in Circular No. 365. The same laws, 
of course, apply to other Services than 
the Army. 

The circular follows: 

1, The following extracts from the act of 
7 March 1942 [The Missing Persons’ Act— 
Editor] are published for the information and 
guidance of all concerned: 

Sec. 13. Notwithstanding any other provi- 
sion of law, in the case of any taxable year 
beginning after 31 December 1940, no Federal 
income-tax return of, or payment of any Fed- 
eral income tax by— 

(a) any individual in the military or naval 
forces of the United States, or 

(b) any civilian officer or employee of any 
department 
who, at the time any such return or payment 
would otherwise become due, is a prisoner of 
war or is otherwise detained by any foreign 
government with which the United States is 
at war, or 

(c) any individual in the military or naval 
forces of the United States serving on sea 
duty or outside the continental United States 
at the time any such return or payment would 
otherwise become due, 
shall become due until one of the following 
dates, whichever is the earliest: 

(1) the fifteenth day of the third month 
following the month in which he ceases (ex- 
cept by reason of death or incompetency) 
to be a prisoner of war, or to be detained by 
any foreign government with which the 
United States is at war, or to be a member 
of the military or naval forces of the United 
States serving on sea duty or outside the 
continental United States, as the case may 
be, unless prior to the expiration of such 
fifteenth day he again is a prisoner of war, 
or is detained by any foreign government with 
which the United States is at war, or is a 
member of the military or naval forces of 
the United States serving on sea duty or out- 
side the continental United States; 

(2) the fifteenth day of the third month fol- 
lowing the month in which the present war 
with Germany, Italy, and Japan is terminated, 
as proclaimed by the President; or 

(3) the fifteenth day of the third month fol- 

lowing the month in which an executor, ad- 
ministrator, or conservator of the estate of 
the taxpayer is appointed, 
Such due date is prescribed subject to the 
power of the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue to extend the time for filing such return 
or paying such tax, as in other cases, and to 
assess and collect the tax as provided in sec- 
tions 146, 273, and 274 of the Internal Revenue 
Code in cases in which such assessment or 
collection is jeopardized and in cases of bank- 
ruptey or receivership. For the purpose of 
this section, the term “continental United 
States” means the States and the District of 
Columbia, and the terms “individual” or 
“member” of the military or naval forces 
of the United States means any person in the 
Army of the United States, the United States 
Navy, the Marine Corps, the Army or Navy 
Nurse Corps (female), the Coast Guard, the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, or the Public 
Health Service. 

Sec. 14. The provisions of this Act, applica- 
ble to persons In the hands of an enemy, shall 
also apply to any person beleaguered or be- 
sieged by enemy forces. 

2. Section 3804 of the Internal Revenue Code. 
added by section 507 of the Revenue Act ap- 
proved 21 October 1942 (Publie Law 753, 77th 
Cong.), contains provisions somewhat similar 
in effect to those quoted above, 

3. The attention of all concerned is directed 
to the fact that the law quoted in paragraph 
1 does not relieve military personnel entirely 
of the filing of income tax returns, but only 
defers the filing of returns under the condi- 
tions set forth above. 


WAAC Wants 150,000 


Now that Presidential consent to raise 
their number from 25,000 to 150,000 has 
been given, the Woman’s Army Aurxili- 
ary Corps is to begin a campaign to raise 
its membership to this figure. 

Many of the WAACs graduated from 
the Ft. Des Moines School earlier this 
year have been assigned to handle the 
recruiting work in many cities of the 
country in conjunction with the local 
Army recruiting establishments. They 
will explain everything connected with 
this organization which is to be partially 
located in foreign countries, 

The WAACs have many duties to ful- 
fill in practically all branches of the 
United States Army. Their presence will 
mean that needed manpower can be used 
in the front lines, and thus render the 
Army much more serviceable, 








Merchant Marine 


The Maritime Commission has in- 
sisted always in its public releases that 
it is not the number of ships launched 
in a month, but rather those “placed in 
service,” which is of primary importance. 
An emphatic restatement of this concept 
came late last week when it was dis- 
closed that the Pacific Bridge, Co., of 
Calif., which had claimed a shipbuilding 
record with the launching of a small car- 
go ship 80 hours after keel-laying, was 
approximately five months behind sched- 
ule in the completion of its vessels. 

Rear Adm. Howard L. Vickery, vice 
chairman of the Maritime Commission, 
said: “Launching of ships means little. 
It is the delivery of completed vessels 
that counts in this all-out war effort.” 

The announcement was made in fair- 
ness to American shipyards which are 
setting records by delivering into service 
completed ships ahead of contract sched- 
ules, the Commission explained. 


100th Ship Launched 

Henry J. Kaiser’s Shipbuilding Corpo- 
ration on 22 Novy. launched its 100th 
Liberty ship 422 days after its first 10,- 
500-ton freighter slid into the Willamette 
River at Portland, Ore. This vessel is 
named the G. W. Goethals, after the great 
engineer. 

According to Edgar J. Kaiser, general 
manager of the shipyard, it takes an 
average of 28 days to complete the work 
from keel-laying to launching. The G. W. 
Goethals, he said, will be delivered to 
her owners in 10 days after launching. 
This month will see 13 ships launched 
and 13 more delivered from the yard. 

Another Medal Award 

A torpedoed merchant seaman, Louis 
George Finch, 23, of Lowell, Mass., who 
distinguished himself on his first voyage 
to sea after completing his training, will 
be the next recipient of the Merchant 
Marine Distinguished Service Medal, the 
Maritime Commission announced this 
week. The award, the third since Con- 
gress authorized the medal for outstand- 
ing acts of heroism, was made at the 
office of the Commission by Capt. Edward 
Macauley, member of the Maritime Com- 
mission, Wednesday morning, 25 Nov. 

Finch voluntarily went aloft, while his 
ship was under heavy shell fire from an 
enemy submarine, and rerigged the wire- 
less antenna which had been shot away, 
making it possible to send the SOS that 
brought aid. Later when abandoning ship, 
Finch jumped overboard and swam along- 
side in order to make room in an over- 
crowded boat for wounded crew mem- 
bers. 

After one more voyage in tankers, dur- 
ing which Finch learned as much as he 
could from the navy gun crew aboard, 
he left the merchant service to join the 
Navy, asking to be assigned to the armed 
guard of a merchant vessel so that he 
could “get a crack at the enemy who 
had taken the lives of his buddies.” For 
a second time his ship was torpedoed, 
but Louis Finch came through and he is 
going back to sea as soon as he can after 
the ceremony of presenting him with the 
medal, the Maritime Commission said. 





“Boat Ride” Around Post 


An old army custom was “modernized 
and mechanized” at the wedding of 
Muriel Idell Keller and Capt. Robert 
Phillip Brust, 17th Infantry, which took 
place at the Regimental Chapel at Camp 
San Luis Obispo, Calif., on 8 Nov. 1942. 

After the ceremony, instead of the tra 
ditional caisson ride, the officers of the 
regiment had decorated, for the occasion 
the most modern Infantry vehicle, an am- 
phibian jeep; this was outfitted with a 
life-sized anchor, ship’s bell and riding 
lights, coils of rope, and full dress array 
of flags. The bride and groom donned 
life preservers and boarded the jeep; a 
detachment of motorcycles in “V” forma- 
tion led off, and the jeep was followed by 
the regimental band in trucks, playing ap- 
propriate airs, as a circuit was mede of 
the camp.

Theater Coupon Books 


The following amendment to paragraph 
25b, AR 210-390, has been issued by the 
War Department, governing sale of mo- 
tion picture coupon books: 

Coupon books will be sold at the theater 
or at such other places on the post as the 
commanding officer may designate, at the 
price announced by the War Department. 
Coupon books are sold at a considerable dis- 
count which is warranted only under certain 
conditions surrounding their use as outlined 
in these regulations with the provisions of 
which prospective purchasers should be made 
acquainted. Coupon books will be sold with 
a clear understanding that they are not 
transferable and are subject to confiscation 
if presented by other than the person to 
whom they were sold. The intent of this re- 
quirement is to prevent the purchase of books 
for the sole purpose of their resale and not to 
prevent the use by members of a family of a 
coupon book purchased by one member 
thereof. 


Rush Christmas Mail 


A number of officers and hundreds of 
expert sorters are working day and night 
in New York and San Francisco at a 
feverish pace to insure that every pos- 
sible Christmas message and package 
reach men in uniform in time. 

Only a small percentage of mail must 
be returned to senders for complete ad- 
dresses, in view of the high percentage 
of packages wrongly addressed being 
righted before they are in the final par- 
cels. 

Privacy is maintained in those sections 
handling V-mail, which photographs 2,000 
letters an hour and therefore has little 
time for idle reading. Anyway, all mail 
sent service men is censored.

This exhibit shows the range of work 
done by the Senhees, including air bases, 
naval bases, hospitals, supply depots, fuel 
depots, ammunition depots, wharves, dry 
docks, radio stations, power plants and 
bundreds of other wartime necessities. 
These projects are constructed, not in 
the quiet of their home shops, but often 
under fire. 





Simplifying Travel Accounts 


The Senate this week approved legis- 
lation, 8S, 2818, which would replace re- 
imbursement of actual travel costs for 
dependents of Army and War Department 
personnel with reimbursement on a mile- 
age basis. 

Because there are only a few experi- 
enced rate clerks, the Finance Depart- 
ment is far in arrears in settling travel 
claims. 

Under the new bill, if approved, per- 
sonnel would be paid on a milenge basis, 
the mileage being figured by finance offi- 
cers from the Official Mileage Tables of 
the War Department. Reimbursement 
would be at the rate of four cents a mile 
for each dependent over 12 years of age; 
two cents a mile for each dependent he- 
tween § and 12 years of age, and nothing 
for dependents under five years of age.

_ Would Boost Morale 


The following editorial appearing in 
the Washington, D. C. Post last week is 
reproduced here in its entirety because 
the message it contains is one which mer- 
its thoughtful consideration as military 
leaves and furloughs daily hecome less 
certain In regularity and duration: 

“Wmployers, Federal or private, should 
think twice before refusing employes leave 
when service relatives are allotted a few 
hours or even a day or so to spend at home. 
Letters from the boys show that families as- 
sume particular importance In their thoughts 
and hopes, When they get home, hours spent 
with their relatives provide a boost in morale 
of both the men and their families which no 
amount of patriotic appeal could muster. 
Only the most urgent duties, indeed, would 
justify the denial of the short hours of re- 
union to men on furlough or leave. 

“Yet such denials have been made in arbl- 
trary fashion, according to, our correspond- 
ents. Recently a young wife employed in a 
nondefense job requested one day to be with 
her husband who was on shore leave for the 
first time in months. She had to resign, 
however, in order to get it. Such an attitude 
about office discipline is not generally preva- 
lent, but it is to be found in some quarters. 
It is an attitude which is to be condemned 
on practical, let ‘alone on humanitarian 
grounds.” 


Cancel Cargo Plane Order 

The Navy has cancelled its contract 
with the Nash-Kelvinator Corporation for 
mass-production of Vought-Sikorsky 
eargo-carrying flying boats, says Rear 
Adm. E. M. Pace, jr., director of the Na- 
vy’s Materials Division, and will devote 
the funds to construction of combat 
planes and fast patrol hombers.

ICE Adm. Russell R. Waesche, Com- 
mandant of the Coast Guard, has 
determined that the Women’s Reserve of 
the Coast Guard will be known as the 
“SPARS,” a name derived from the 
Coast Guard motto “Semper Paratus”; 
and the Navy Department said that ap- 
proximately 4,000 women will be taken 
into the new branch of the service, au- 
thorized by an act approved this week. 
As reported in the Army aND Navy 
JOURNAL, Miss Dorothy C. Stratton, for- 
merly a lieutenant in the Women’s Re- 
serve of the Naval Reserve, will be the 
director of the “SPARS,” serving with 
rank of lieutenant commander. She took 
oath of office this week from Rear Adm. 
, T. Chalker, USCG, assistant comman- 
ant. 

This, incidentally, marked the third 
woman's military organization in which 
Commander Stratton has been enrolled. 
Shortly after the war started, she was 
appointed to the Selection Board of the 
Women’s Army Auxiliary Corps in the 
Fifth Service Command, then became a 
lieutenant in the “WAVES,” and now 
enters the Coast Guard Reserve. 

Commissioned officers of the “SPARS” 
will consist of one lieutenant commander, 
the director; 18 lientenants, and a num- 
ber—as yet undetermined—of lieutenants 
(junior grade) and ensigns. The num- 
ber of lieutenants (junior grade) will 
not exceed 35% of the total commis- 
sioned strength. 

Enlisted “SPARS” will be trained as 
yeomen, radio operators and storekeep- 
ers and will eventually release qualified 
Coast Guardsmen for duty afloat. 
“SPARS” will not be placed aboard ship 
or sent heyond the continental limits of 
the United States. 

Women who wish to enlist or apply 
for commissions in the “SPARS,” may 
obtain complete information from Coast 
Guard Recruiting Stations. Those ae- 
cepted will be enrolled at Offices of Naval 


Officer Procurement. These offices are lo- 
cated in most major cities of the United 
States. 

Admission requirements for the 
“SPARS” will be identical with those 
for the Women’s Reserve, U. 8S. Naval 
Reserve, and the “SPARS” will be 
trained in the schools already established 
for the “WAVES.” In addition to the 
course given there, they will receive at 
the same time special indoctrination by 
Coast Guard officers. 

The uniform of the “SPARS” will be 
similar in cut and material to that of 
the “WAVES.” However, the Coast 
Guard device will replace the Naval in- 
signia in the hat. The Coast Guard seal 
will be worn on the lapels and the uni- 
forms will have regulation Coast Guard 
buttons. Enlisted women will wear a 
white shield on the sleeves while officers 
will wear gold shields. 

Keep Uniforms 

Temporary reservists of the Const 
Guard who are discharged so that they 
might enlist in the regular reserve or for 
reasons other than undesirability, inapti- 
tude or bad condnet will not be required 
to surrender uniform clothing. a recent 
Headquarters announcement states. 

“Coast Guard on Parade” 

The Coast Guard radio program “Const 
Guard on Parade.” heard over the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company each Satur- 
day morning will he broadenast in part 
today from the Coast Guard training ves- 
sel Danmark now at New London, Conn. 
The vesse] has heen turned over for our 
use by the Danish government, and Const 
Guardsmen are using her as a training 
ship. 

Auxiliary Director Named 

In addition to duties as Public Rela- 
tions Officer, Capt. Ellis Reed-Hill, USCG, 
has been named Chief Director of the 
Coast Guard Auxiliary, whose members 
serve part time in the Coast Guard on 
a military basis.

War Dept. and Hq. AGF Visits 

Headquarters, Army Ground Forces, in 
Washington has issued the following in- 
structions governing visits by its offi- 
cers to the War Department or to Army 
Ground Forces headquarters: 

‘1. Reference letter, this headquarters, 
322.98/20—GNAGS (5-5-42), 5 May 1942, Sub- 
ject: ‘Official Visits to Headquarters Army 
Ground Forces.’ It has been noted that staff 
officers from subordinate units of the Ground 
Forces are visiting the War Department un- 
der official orders issued by subordinate unit 
commanders without the authority of this 
headquarters. 

“2. It is directed that no officer of this 
command be ordered to the War Department 
or this headquarters for temporary duty, de- 
tached service, or visits without prior au- 
thority from the War Department or this 
headquarters. The term War Department as 
used In this directive is not to be construed 
as including the Services of Supply, Army 
Air Force, or agencies under their control. 
Officers of the major Ground Force commands 
temporarily in Washington by order of the 
War Department will register at Headquar- 
ters Army Ground Forces, upon arrival in the 
city, in addition to registering at the office 
of The Adjutant General. 

“3. General Officers, assigned to the Ground 
Forces, on leave of absence or stopping over 
in Washington more than six hours en route 
to another destination and address, will either 
call in person at Headquarters Army Ground 
Forces, or report by telephone (Bxecutive 
7700, extension 486) and make their presence 
in the city known. Other officers passing 
through or on leave of absence in Washing- 
ton are not required to call or register at 
this headquarters.”
